This, Tito would have us believe, is the reason 
the United States is now flirting with Yugoslavia, 
offering not only steel mills, but arms and at least 
an indirect place .in the Western anti-Soviet 
alliance. 

And this is the explanation Tito is giving 
the Yugoslav people for his betrayal of socialism 
and his increasingly close alliance with the 
guardians of world reaction in Washington.

It seems almost indisputable that there have 
been border clashes between the Yugoslav Army 
and the Greek guerillas. And in any case, Tito 


oeannot deny he has closed the borders to Greek . 


anti-fascists. They cannot now find refuge in 
Yugoslavia or obtain foodstuffs or supplies there. 
This is not a matter of conjecture. It has been 
officially announced by Tito’s foreign office. 

If you listen to Tito’s prqnouncements, how- 
ever, it is not his government which has betrayed 
the cause of Greek democracy, but the Greek 
guerillas fighting desperately against an army 
equipped by the United States and led by Amer- 
ican officers.

AND HE uses the same kind of argumentation 
to attempt to convince the Yugoslav people that 
he and his government are the bona fide advo- 
cates of socialism while the Soviet Union and the 
other Eastern European governments have turned 
their backs on democracy and progress. 

~If the rationalization seems woefully flimsy, 
the fact remains that-it has nonetheless served to 
convince many Yug who would not for a 
moment tolerate an outright reactionary regime.

THE CURRENT ISSUE OF CIO 
NEWS delightfully runs a banner line say- 
ing “Line to take Non-CP-Oath Forms at 
Left.” Below it is a report on the recent 


compliance with Taft-Hartley affidavits by 
the Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers and the Food 
and Tobacco Workers, and on the announcement 
that the United Elictrical Radio and Machine 
Workers would soon comply. 

The CIO News digs up a quotation from a 
speech by James J. Matles, 
VE Organizational dirtctor, 
before the October, 1947, 
convention of the CIO. He 
then said it makes “me sick 
at my stomach” to read re- 
ports of the long limeup of 
unions to sign affidavits and 
that it reminded him of an- 
nouncements of a “back-to- 
work movement.” The CIO 
News further quoted that 
1947 speech: 

“We of the UE will not 
rush to that lineup for the simple reasofi that it 
is not a chow line. It is a lineup where they 
are dishing out poison, But if we are ever found 
in that line, we will be in the rear, and we will 
be squawking like hell. We will tell our people 
we are there because we were compelled to be 
because there were.so many ahead of. us.” 

THESE WORDS nearly two years ago were 
prophetic although the CIO News’ pu in 
recalling them is té give an impression that the 
left is “eating crow.” The affidavit line remains 
a poison line. The -UE is at the very end of the 
line. Only the Fur and Leather, bongshoremen’s, 
Fishermen, Marine Cooks and Communication: 
workers .remain as non-compliers in the ClO. 

The record is clear. It was not the companies, 
nor Truman’s labor-hating NLRB boss Robert 
Denham, nor any of the Taft-Hartleyites wha 
forced the UE and other unions to step up to 
the line. It was the CIO's rightwing leadership, 
Rotably Walter Reuther, John Green and others 
of the unions that engage in the scabby business 
of raiding, and, of course, Philip Murray, who 
encouraged them. . 

Almost all the left-led unions have defied the 
union-busters and their friends in labor ranks, for 
more than two years. Very few even in left 
rafiks thought two years ago that left unions 
would be able to stand almost alone as long as 
they did. To jeer at people who are finally ~ 
forced to retreat some after a long courageous 
fight, in order to save their organizations from 
the treacherous knife of “sister unions,” is like 
jeering strikers who go back to work without a 
victory after being out two years.
